Federation of Labor, in explaining the 
quick strike vote action of the confer- 
ence of railway union heads today. 
In less than two hours’ time, heads 
of eleven railway unions arrived at 
en understanding whereby each organ- 
wation will take a strike vote imme- 
diately on issuance of wage reduction 
orders from the labor board for its 


membership. The votes will be re-/| 


~ turnable in 30 days and’ the strike 
vote for the six shop crafts, sent out’ 
hy President Jewell’s orders today, 
will be in his office in Chicago by 
June 30. * | 

The strike votes decided on today 
will affect about 1,200,000 of the 
evuntry’s railway employees,—all ex- 
cept the train service men whose 
wages are not in dispute before the 
board. Although wage cuts have not 
teen announced for any classes but 
the shop crafts and maintenance of 
vay, pendinfi decisions are expect- 
ed to add five other classes of labor 
to the general slash. Union execu- 
tives of these organizations today de- 
cided to print their - ballots. and have 
them ready to send out to the mem- 
berships immediately if the board, as 
anticipated, Orders further reductions 
in their pay. 

Predict Strike. 

“The new wages do not permit a 
minimum living wage,’ declared Mr. 
Jewell today, “and they are wholly 
at variance with the saving wage 
championed by Secretary of Labor 
I’avis and President Harding. The 
labor board, a federal body, has total- 
ly disregarded the secretary's attitude 
as wel as the employees’ own evidence 
showing the amovdnt necessary to 
piaintain a railroad man’s family.” 

No further action will be taken by 
the union heads at this time, pend- 
ing return of the strike ballots. When 
the result is known—and the union 
keads freely predict an overwhelming 
cote to walk out--a working agree- 
ment is expected to be made by which 
any stoppage of work would take 
place simultaneously by all organiza- 
t:ons. 

Meanwhile President Jewell inti- 
moted that a persistent fight would be 
made to keep the necessity for gain- 
ing a “living wage” before the board 
and other responsible authorities. 

Say Evidence Ignored. 

Characterizing the shop crafts wage 
‘out decision as “a hastily dressed-up 
and obviously unfair apology” for the 
$40,000,000 slash, Mr. Jewell declared 
the evidence in the case had been 
totally ignored and that the decision 
gave rise to the belief that the board 
was trying “to help the ‘railroads car- 
ry out their labor policy.” 

“The board was offered evidence as 
to the amount needed to secure the 
necessities of life for railroad fam- 
ilies,’ Mr. Jewell said. “The rates 
in this decision are so far below those 
necessary that this evidence must 
~ pave been ignored.” | 
at Jewell charged that tables gub- 
lished in this decision comparing the 
purchasing power of railway wages 
today with those of the pre-war 
period misrepresented the - facts.

Of 289,084 votes 
cast in these precincts, Brookhart 
received 118,493, or 41. per 
cent. Thirty-five per cent is nec- 
essary for nomination.

ination for senator. With five op- 
ponents in the field, one,of  thein, 
Clifford Thorne, running on a plat- 
form similar to his own, Brookhart’s 
agparent victory is the more remark- 
able. 

His vote represents not only the 
turn out of progressives but stands 
as a demonstration of combined farm- 
er and labor votes. Organized labor, 
next to its fight for Pinchot and 
Burke, in Pennsylvania, has made jts 
r:ost vigorous effort in Brookhart’s 
behalf in‘Iowa. * 

Most Significant. 

Of all the defeats recently suffered 
by “organization choices” in the pri- 
maries, Brookhart’s victory stands out 
as the most significant.. If the move- 
ment for a change continues to sweep 
through the nation’s political con- 
tests the republican party will most 
certainly be under progressive cofitrol 
by the time 1924 rolls around.

- These two men _ were 
also indicted for assault with intent 
io murder J. J. Chastair, as an out- 
growth of the same affair. 

The boys indicted for the death of 
young Stanley are Burt Baisden, 
Preston Heard, Alvin Peck, Charlie 
Cook, Clifford Fain, Lamar Gower, 
Kuren Farlow, Frank King and 
Fourney Mann. All of them are out 
on $1,000 bord each, having been re- 
leased soon after the death of Stanley. 

Stanley was said to nave been re- 
curning from escorting a young girl 
tome from church Sunday night, 
when he was told to run by a crowd 
of boys. They began tv rock him, 
several rocks striking him, and he 
died several hours later from a frac- 
tured skull. 

Allen and Williams -were held to 
the grand jury by Judge T. O.

warrants sworn out by Chastain. No- 
tills were found agaisst’ Charlie 
Hont, a negro employee, and Hunter

“-oncentrated vitamins,” he said the 
well informed physician can prescribe 
fouds which have great vitamin con- 
tents that are cheaper than yeast or 
the kind of vitamin that is put up in 
bottles. 
For Cows and Gardens. 

Dr. Harris declared that when par- 
ents have learned that a cow and 
gyerden for every family are as essen- 
tial to good health as is the house 
ta which they live they wil! have gone 
a long way toward the successful 
reuring of their children. 

-“The unfortunate city dweller can- 
not have his own cow and his own 
garden but the dairyman and truck 
farmer can supply his family with 
the milk and fresh vegetables that 
should be the most important part of 
the daily food,” he said. 

Dr. Harris said the properly pour- 
ished person of any age is less liable 
to catch the contagious diseases than 
cver-weight or under-wéight per-

Alleged practices in “high’’ financing, 
rivaling J. Rufus Wallizgford’s ex- 
ploits, by Rienard F. WiJlipgham, on 
trial for larceny after trust, were 
described to the jury today, one wit- 
ress declaring that six months be- 
fore the Willingham Warehouse 
company failed, it was insolvent to 
the extent of $700,000. 

Despite this large deficit, the com- 
pany paid a dividend of $10,000 in 
1920, W. O. Martin, auditor and ex- 
pert accountant of Atlanta, testified. 
As far back as 14916, be continued. 
the. corporation showed an alleged | 
asset of $60,000 on its books when 
the actual figures shoul¢\ have been 
a loss of $65,000 for 1916. 

This entry, he said, was made to 
“cover losses,” but it was changed 
May 6, 1920, “wiping it out, in 
effect, as though it had never been 
made.” 

$218,000 Overdrawn. 

On February 20, 1920, the wit- 

ness said, the warehouse owed $3386,- 


bo capital stock, At ene time in

In response to complaints pouring 
inte congress and the justice depart- 
ment from all sections of the country, 
both agencies of government have set 
oul to find the “why” of the in- 
creases, 
Study Legal Angles. 

First, the department of justice is 
giving “much attention to the legal 
questions involved in the gasoline in- 
dustry.” It is assumed that this study 
comprehends going into the possibility 
0! understandings among oil concerns 
logking to simultaneous boosting of 
prices or to a prevention of any price 
cutting war. In addition, investiga- 
{ovs are making reports, it is said, con- 
cerning all phasea of the industry in 
order that the department may effect 
a dasis upon which to proceed. 

Second, the senate manufacturers 
committee has‘completed its plans for 
an extensive probe inro the whole in- 
dustry and particularly into the re- 
cent increases. in gasoline prices. 

Committeemen on 
‘Goliatos La Follette, isdemebes 
jehsirman of the senate manufacturérs 
ediniaittee, which will conduct the in- 
vestigation, said that it probably will 
be two or three days before the com-' 
mittee will be ready to start its probe. 
La Follette tried to get his committee 
together Tuesday for a discussion of 
taethods to be pursued in the inquiry, 
bui most of the members had flown 
the senate tariff debate and had taken 
refuge on the golf courses. Another 
effert probably will be made to get the 


committee together Wednesday, 

Be Follette promises an inquiry 
with far-reaching effects.”. What the 
mittee will primarily attempt to 

ge' at, he said, was whether the big 

oil companies are justified in tacking a

Insists Grant Park Can 
Be Used for High School. 


All this strife and turmoil about 
the location of a site for the Girls’ 
High school shquld be brought to a 
speedy conclusion by the city acting 
on its rights by putting this school 
in the north end of Grant park where 
the experts decided it should be

Although our city attorney ruled

shall not be sold thereon.” ; 

The use of this spaee for a city 
school would not be “inconsistent” 
with park purposes, for certainly the 
modern school of today requires recre- 
ational and playgrounds, and that 1s 
what Colonel L. P. Grant meant that 
Grant park should be. The Girls’ 
High school would draw thousands of 
visitors to Grant park every year for 
pleasure and recreation who now 
never see it. In asgerting its: legal 
rights the city could show hundreds 
of precedents that public parks are 
being used for public schools—Roches- 
ter, Cincinyati, Chieago, Cleveland, 
Detroit and many other cities 
throughout the United {ates and 
Canada are using their public parks 
for school purposes. 

With all due respect to the ruling 
of our city attorney and for the sake 
of argument admitting he is correct, 
the city eould go ahead and erect the 
Girls’ High school in the park by con- 
demning any reversionary rights the

WHEN CASTOR OIL KILLS. 

If my untrustworthy memory is to 
be relied upon momentarily it was 
Dr. Isaac A. Abt who first brought 
forcefully to our attention in this 
country the fact that castor oil when 
fed to a helpless infant as a laxative 
or physic causes at least microscopic 
bleeding into the intestine, for the un- 
warranted assault on the child is gen- 
erally followed by the appéarance of 
red blood corpuscles in the dejecta. 
And Dr. Abt ig a baby specialist duly 
and regularly qualified, since he has 
issued a book for nurses and par- 


ents, with the title of “The Baby's 
Food” (W..B. Saunders company, 
Philadelphia), giving detailed direc- 
tions for preparing food for infants 
up to 15 months of age. No baby 
specialist cuts any figure nowadays 
until he has published a book for 
mothers on “How to Keep the Baby.”

I suspect a book entitled “Why 
Have a Baby?’ would enjoy a tre- 
mendous sale now. 

I mention this bloody business, not

Indeed the grannies who so edgerly 
ply the puling infant with this ven- 
erable punacea know not what they 
Far from being the perfectly 
harmless remedy they confidently as- 
sume it to be, castor oil must be 
credited with its own mortality -rate. 
It kills some youngsters, beyond per- 
adventure of doubt. Not because it 
causes microscopic hemorrhage into 
the bowel, but for the reason I shall 
attempt to explain. 

Now and then a “stoppage of the 
bowels” or an obstinate state of cos- 
tiveness in an infant happens to be 
due to some actual obstruction, let 
uS say intussusception (slipping of 
one portion of intestine into the por- 
tion next below), and in such circum- 
stances any physic can only aggra- 
vate the trouble and increhse the 
danger to life.

Necessity of Road Bond 
Issue Is Pointed Out. 


Editor Constitution: That it is 
necessary for the general assembly to 
provide a state fund eyual to the 
federal aid allotment to Georgia and 
sufficient to provide for maintenance 
ef the state roads and for the ex- 
pense of the state highway department, 
is very generally understood. We 
have now, to be applied to mainte- 
nance, the fund raised by the automo- 
bile license fees. 

This being the first year the state 
has undertaken to maintain the roads, 
muchinery and equipment must be 
pougut in large quanulies to ve paid 
out vt this fund. 

I doubt if any tax system can be 
devised that wiil weet with pubiie 
upproval, so that advocates oi the 
iighway bond issue are more encour- 
uged than they have ever been. 

The absojyie necessity tor a state 
fund to match federal aid grows out 
vi the conditions that now confront us. 

Since 1¥1l, thirty-eight Georgia 
counties bave received more than OU 
per cent of alj federal aid extended to 
Georgiu. Ube hundred and twenty- 
nine counties have received practically 
all of it, so a large number of counties 
lave never received any, and proba- 
bly never wili' Many of the counties 
have matched federal aid by county 
bund issues and have exbausted their 
resources in 30 doing. ‘They can issue 
re more bonds and, therefore, must 
see the wealthier counties get most 
oi the federal aid in future. 

Strange as it may sem, some of the 
opposition to any plan of matching 
federal aid, either by state taxation 
or the proposed bond issue, comes from 
small counties that have not yet been 
able to secure any federal aid, and 
whose sad plight, in this respect, will 
jikely continue, though these counties 
will continue to pay federal taxes to 
be matched by the wealthier counties 
tor road construction. 

Under the present plan, as will be 
seen, the smaller counties contribute 
to road construction in the larger 
counties. ‘The proposed nd plan 
feverses this condition, bec#¥se, to ap- 
ply the auto license fees und gasoline 
t2xes to roadbuilding throughout the 
state by capitalizing fHese two funds 
into a bond issue, means that the 
cities will pay most of the bonds— 
there being more automobiles and 
trucks in the cities than in the country 
communities. 

Certainly it is not good business for 
Georgia for a few of the counties 
to receive*all of Georgia’s quota of 
federal aid to roads. A connected sys- 
tem of state roads.wili mean much 
more to our general development and 
prosperity. 

The general assembly should not 
adjourn this summer until a remedy 
is applied, and when all other plans 
mre carefully considered, I have no 
doubt that it will be found best 
to submit the bond plan to be voted 
on by the people, the legislature tak- 
ing care to provide that ne more bonds 
shall be issued and sold than can he 
fully paid our of these two funds, the 
gasoline tax not to be diverted from 
the general funds until 1926.

The chamber was packed during 
discussion by representatives of ia- 
terested organizations, demonstrations 
frequently interrupting spéakers.

PORCH BOXES.

Get some lumber an@ have 
someone make your boxes, for it is 
easily done and costs very little.

If the porch is in the shade most of 
the time. it is a problem to know just 
what to plant, for every plant wants 
sunshine more or less. Ferns want 
but littl2 sun, and they make a. beau- 
tiful box when planted very thick. The 
Boston fern can be trained down the 
outside of the box and the upstanding 
ferns put back of this. Ostrich plum 
grows partly erect and maidenhair 
and asparagus ferns are alway: pretty. 

One « the most beautiful shady 
boxes I ever saw was filled with 
coleus of every hue and color. ' Put 
them in so close the roots touch and 


then you will have a solid mass of 
glorious: colors. There is a soft trail- 
ing kind«or coleus called “trailing 
queen” that is fine for planting to run 
down on outside of boxes. ‘ 

The following are a few exquisit> 
trailing plants for boxes: Nepeta, par- 
rots feather, manettia vine, Eneglieh 
ivy and smilax, oxalis, lantanas, sul- 
tanas, hegonias and fuchsias all grow 
well in party shaded boxes. 

If you want your boxes to look 
fresh and green all summer, water 
with liquid manure every week, but be 
sure it is not too strong. If you can 
save the water from the ice box, put 
it on your ferns. The ammonia used 
in freezing the ice is fine for ferns.

Beats .

Philadelphia, June 6.—Twenty-five 
uniformed cops swinging their night 
sticks, and a score of seconds, man- 
agers, and prize fight hangers-on 
leaped into the ring at the close of 
the sixth round of the Tendler-Barrett 
fight here Tuesday night and fought 
a battle royal all over the ring above 
and around the prostrate blood-smear- 
ed figure of Barrett, the slugging nbv- 
ice who had fallen to the canvas 
claiming that he had. been fouled. 

Barrett had taken terrific punish- 
ment for the better part of six rounds 
and was due to go down at any second 
when he finally caved in and caused 
the uproar by crying out to his han- 
dlers that Tendler had hit hom low. 
The fight officially ended in the sev- 
enth round. 

According to the referee Herman 
Taylor, who also promoted the fight, 
Taylor insisting that the blow was 
fair and that Barrett was unable to 
answer the bell for the seventh. For 
that matter neither fighter could have 
gone out to do any more fighting in 
this ring for it was populated with

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the majority of the ringside crowd 
also, however, the referee said the 
verdict was a technical knockout in 
the seventh. 

Lew ‘Tendler thus removed the last 
remaining doubt as to his right to 
meet Benny Leonard for the light- 
weight championship, a match which 
already.has been arranged for Jersey 
City on June 20. . 

Barrett a Rank Novice. 


At that Barrett was a self-imposed 
dovbt assumed by Tendler of his own 
accord for the former caddy master of 
a Philadelphia golf club had no legiti- 
mate claim on the attentions of the 
firstrank men of his class. 

Barrett is the owner of a crushing 
roundhouse right-hand swing and al- 
most nothing else but gameness. Tend- 
ler is a wrong-way fighter and Bar- 
rett contrar yto his advance advertis- 
ing is a regular fighter or _ right- 
hander. 

Barrett popped Tendler on the side 
of the head with terrific right swings 
a couple of times in every round and 
every time that right hand landed, 
Tendler stepped away to think it over. 
But. Barrett was missing dozen of 
these rights, and Tendler was cutting 
him in half with a_ feafful lacing 
around the unprotected body. He also 
jabbed Barrett’s face into a gruesome 
smear and belted him almost as he 
pleased. 

It was a fine show of courage on 
Barrett's part but it was cruel to let 
loose a novice of his crudity against 
this clever campaigner of many years. 

Connolly's Car Stalled.

IS DISCUSSED. 


BY EVANS | 
‘Chicago, June 6.—The ailiary | 
cause for slicing, the cardinal] fault of , 
most golfers, has been discovered by | 
Chick Evans, formerly national open 
and amateur champion, who charges 
the defect to the action of the left 
knee. This has been due to observa- 
tion rather than experience, because 
the former champion has never been 
afflicted with slicing, he said. . 
More has been written by golf in- 
structors, practical and theoretical, 
about slicing than any other phase of | 
golf, perhaps. It has been ascribed

mind, and all seem agreed that. the | 
direct cause of a shot.that makes the! 
ball curve viciously away from the 
player is the drawing of the face of 
the club across the ball. This puts 
the ball rotating from left to right. 
As soon as the speed of the impact 
dies away, the English takes effect, 
causing the ball to curve to the right. 
When it strikes the turf the curve be- 
comes even more pronounced. 

Evans’ observations led him to be- 
lieve that the inflexing of the left 
knee at the start of the downward 
swing causes the body to get into the 
stroke ahead of the arms, so that the 
club head comes dragging through 
after the hands.

District Schools 
Need More Money, 
Golucke Thinks 


y Deploring the fact that the twelve 


district agricultural schools maintained 
by the state are suffering for lack of 
maintenance funds and crowded be- 
cause of inadequate facilities, Senator 
Alvin Golucke, of Crawfordville, Ga., 
chairman of the committee appointed 
at the last session of the general as- 
esmbly to investigate, stated Tuesday 
that the present fertilizer tax intended 
for the stipport of these schools was 
insufficient to properly maintain them. 

This tax, Senator Golucke declared, 
nets the schools only $180,000, or $15.- 
000 each. A yearly revenue of $300.- 
000 is obtained, of which $100,000 is 
turned over to the state bureau of 
mnorkets. The remainder, he said, is 
insufficient to defray the expenses of 
the-schools. <A bill will be introduced 
at the next general assembly asking 
that the entire revenue from this 
source be turned over to the schools.

New Orleans, June 6.—What was 
considered to be highly unfavorable 
weather over a good part of the belt 
put the price of cotton higher today, 
highest prices coming in the late trad- 
ing when the active months were 26 to 
33 points over the level of yesterday's 
close. There were several periods of 
recession during the day, but none of 
them brought pronounced downward 
swings in price. The opening was 
higher and the close was at net gains 
on the session of 17 to 30_points. July 
traded as high as 20.35 and closed at 
20.26. 

Too much rain was the main com- 
plaint in the belt. The weather map 
indicated light to moderate rains over 
the greater part of cotton region, but 
most of the buying was based on pri-¥ 
vate telegrams to local brokers, telling 
of muck heavier rainfall in Texas and 
Oklahoma than was shown on the 
weather map and claiming that the 
rains continued during the day.

In oppos- 
ing his confirmation, Senator Heflin 
will be joined by a number of demo- 
crats and republicans, but the case is 
a little toe far advanced for a poll 
of the senate to be made with any de- 
gree of certainty. 

Barrett Mentioned. 

Others mentioned in connection 
with the present office are Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Cooper, of North Caro- 


lina, who was prominently mentioned 
for the farm loan boa vacancy, 
filled by Governor Cooper, of South 
Carolina, and Charles 8S. Barrett, of 
Georgia, president of the National 
Farmers’ union. Mr. Barrett’s name 
was suggested at the time the bill 
was first introduced, with a strong 
indorsement favoring his appoint- 
ment, but he refusé@ to comment on 
the subject.

Car cleaners, who now receive an 
average of $3.18 a day, were cut 5 


cents an hour, or 40 cents a day.
